{THE COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS 
SURGEONS ADMITS WOMEN. 
For the first time in its existence of 
over a century in this city, the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons is to admit 
women students. The announcement 
was made at its opening exercises yes- 
terday that women may enter in the 
first-year class. Of a total enrollment 
of 179 in that class eight are women. 
The number exceeds by thirty the en- 
tering class of a year ago, the largest 
registration of first- ~year students in 
the college since the standard ef ad- 18 
mission was raised about ten years 
ago, a record which occasioned sur- 
prise, as a somewhat decreased regis- 
tration had been looked for, due to the 
war conditions. 
In opening all of its e axl 
hospital facilities to women, @ move 
which Dean LAMBERT admits is a rad- 
ical one, although heartily welcomed, 
the College of Physicians. and Sur- 
geons will make no distinction in the 
instruction of the two ‘sexes. The 
women will be on @ footing of equal- 
ity in all respects with the men. It 
is‘an important step in the history of 
women's medical education in the 
United States, for it gives women not 
only the advantage of obtaining Co- 
lumbia University’s degree in medi- 


ing medical institutions in this 3 
try. The decision not due primarily |

COAL CONDITIONS. 
The situation in the soft coal trade 
is threatening to industry, and there- 
fore is an embarrassment to the win- 
ning of the war. The operators are 
reducing production because their 
prices have been reduced below their 
ideas of a just price, and without con- 
sulting them. The miners are de- 
manding more wages, and are strik- 
ing. Both sides are in earnest. The 
operators in some cases are offering to 
surfender their mines to those who 
think that the prices allowed are just. 
The miners are leaving for other 
trades which offer more pay. From 
one district it is reported that 15,000 


try. If the men are to be kept in the 
mines, it is apparently necessary to 
cdneede their demands, although their 
wages. have been raised since they 
agréed to work without higher pay 
until 1918. If the operators’ prices 
are too low before wages are raised, 
they must be raised more than enough 
to pay the increase of wages. An in- 
crease of both items would make coal 
too dear for use without disturbing 
other industries using coal. Quick 
action is necessary, for the season is 
approaching when the shipment of 
coal by water will be impossible, and 
thé overworked railways also will be 
less equal to demands than now. 
Prices for commodities have been 
restricted because it was clear that 
there was no limit to the rise other- 
wise; and because it was clear that a 
range had been reached where prices 
could not increase production. There 
was no tenderness for capital in. the 
fiecision that it was necessary to place

The situation with 
labor is similar. If recent wage con- 
tracts are to be annulled at the will 
of one party, there is no basis for in- 
dustry to work upon. No producer 
can contract for goods if his wage 
contracts are worthless.
